In most cases the seeds we offer will represent the new crop of 1891, grown by reliable meu under 
our personal supervision; but owing to the southern planters requiring seeds before the new crop is 
ready we give as nearly as possible a complete list of vegetable seeds, and in flower seeds a condensed 


list of florists’ flowers.
